DeFuniak Springs Offers New Tourist Attraction 


City and state officials will unveil a new attraction 
for heritage tourists on Friday, Aug. 2, at the 
DeFuniak Springs Visitors Center, located at 1162 
Circle Drive, at 10:30 AM. The public is invited and 
encouraged to attend. 


The attraction, funded with a $49,500 grant from 
the Florida Division of Historical Resources, is 
comprised of a large 1884 map and story of the 
area’s resort/campus opened in 1885 for an annual 
multi-week event called the Florida Chautauqua 
Assembly. The map identifies buildings and sites on 
the once-gated grounds for visitors to visit and to 
explore the contents of individual panels (also called 
interpretive panels) of information and photographs 
relating to that site. 


“Our historic district is coveted by thousands 
of visitors annually because of its Victorian- 
era charm,” said DeFuniak Springs Mayor Bob 
Campbell. “What many don’t understand is that 
they are stepping onto a once-gated resort/campus 
which attracted as many as 4,000 people a day at 
the height of its popularity.” 


Thousands of people arrived at the resort daily 
from 1885 to 1928 during the annual assembly to 
learn about subjects in the areas of art, education, 
recreation and religion. Notable speakers and 
lecturers included abolitionist Harriet Beecher

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Stowe, Democratic presidential nominee and 
orator William Jennings Bryan, Woodrow Wilson’s 
vice-president Thomas Marshall, “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” songwriter Julia Ward Howe, and 
American Red Cross founder Clara Barton. 


Records show that Governor William McKinley was 
also invited by resort/campus leaders to speak at 
the assembly before he became president, but no 


documents confirm whether he actually visited 
DeFuniak Springs. 


Seventeen interpretive panels will be in place 
throughout the grounds for self-guided tours at 
the Aug. 2 grand opening. Tours begin at the 
Visitors Center with one grand panel showcasing 
the 1884 map of the resort/campus flanked by 
two other panels explaining the history of the 
Florida Chautauqua and its impact on American 
culture. Four 12-foot cast iron lighted lampposts 
frame the main exhibit. 


The event will be comprised of a ribbon cutting, 
welcoming remarks by Mayor Campbell, 
acknowledgements to state and organization leaders 
and remarks by “The Honorable Wallace Bruce” 
(interpreted by Chuck Puckett of DeFuniak Springs), 
who was the longest-serving president of the Florida 
Chautauqua and served as President Benjamin 
Harrison’s consul general to Edinburgh, Scotland. 


“We are grateful to the Florida Division of Historical 
Resources for making this heritage tourism 
attraction possible,” said Mayor Campbell. “We 
invite everyone to celebrate this historic moment 
and to be among the first to... walk in the footsteps 
of presidents, first ladies, American poets and other 
notables in American history.”

FWB Medical Center Celebrates 4§ Years 


Fort Walton Beach Medical Center (FWBMC) 
officially opened its doors to receive patients on July 
22, 1974, as a 237-bed hospital providing emergency 
services, labor and delivery, behavioral health and 
general medical/surgical care. FWBMC stood alone 
in its current location as a healthcare beacon 
providing much-needed advanced medical services. 


Over the last 45 years, FWBMC has seen a great 
deal of change, not only in its physical structure, 
but also in the quality of care provided to the 
community and the accomplishments achieved. 
With each passing decade, FWBMC continues to 
grow and achieve monumental milestones: 


In the early 1990s, HCA Healthcare purchased the 
hospital and its official name became Fort Walton 
Beach Medical Center.

In 2018, the main ER was expanded to 40 exam 
rooms. A rooftop helipad and new 64-slice CT were 
added, too. 
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Today, Fort Walton Beach Medical Center is a tertiary 
center seeing patients all across the southeast, as 
well as in the local community. “We recognize this 
as an anniversary but also as a celebration and 
testimony to the many contributions made by our 
physicians, staff, volunteers and community and 
look forward to continuing to provide the most 
advanced, up-to-date quality health care,” said 
FWBMC’s Mitch Mongell.

Congress Gets a Little Ticked at 25-Year Lab Tests

An absolutely true news item: The U.S. House of 
Representatives is seeking to investigate whether the 
Department of Defense used biowarfare laboratories 
for the possible “weaponization” of disease-carrying 
ticks between 1950-1975. 


Classified Summary from Project Lyme, Phase One, 
dated Jan. 12, 1950, submitted from Biowarfare Lab 
7-G at Fort Detrick, Maryland: 


Methodology: Pursuant to DOD _ directives, 
approximately 177 live adult ticks were collected as 
potential candidates for war-time weaponization. 


Sterile tweezers were used to capture the specimens, 
which came from local white-tailed deer, raccoons, 
skunks, beavers and a male Labrador retriever 
named Butterball, owned by one of the facility’s 
senior scientists. 


The ticks were placed in a secure 50-gallon aquarium 
with a locking metal top. In addition, the glass walls 
of the aquarium were coated with canola oil to prevent 
the specimens from ascending. 


Initial observations: The ticks have adjusted relatively 
well to captivity. For nutrition they are provided with 
healthy white laboratory rats. Although they avidly 
compete for space in the fur of their hosts, the ticks 
do not fight and occasionally appear to be socializing 
in pairs. 


Once attached to the rats, the ticks feed for hours or 
even days without moving at all. They remain under 
observation at all times, although the tediousness

of this task has been burdensome for our staff the mobility of the ticks. They are slower and less agile 


scientists. 


As a result, the Project Director has recruited several 
graduate students and prescribed mild amphetamines 
to keep them alert during their 12-hour shifts. 


Conclusion: While it is too soon to know if a 
weaponization plan is feasible, one major concern is 
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than fleas or cockroaches, and more near-sighted 
than spiders. 


As the project moves ahead, we feel this issue could 
be problematic. 


Classified Summary from Project Lyme, Phase Two, 
dated June 7, 1962, submitted from Fort Detrick 
Biowarfare Labs 7-G and 7-H: 


Methodology: Pursuant to DOD _ directives, 
approximately 12,566 post-larval and adult ticks are 
being studied as potential candidates for war-time 
weaponization. 


After 12 years, the breeding program has produced 
a strain of fertile specimens well suited to transmit 
either Lyme disease or Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. The ticks are kept in several secure 100-gallon 
aquariums. For nutrition, we provide wild rats from 
the subway system of Lower Manhattan. 


Observations: Unfortunately, despite continual genetic 
modifications, we have been unable to improve the 
speed or the vision of the ticks. They remain incredibly 
slow, and after feeding they exhibit lethargic qualities 
that would limit their usefulness in biowarfare. 


While the Assistant Project Director believes our 
current specimens are slightly more aggressive than 
previous generations, it is, frankly, a difficult thing 
to prove. Such behavioral changes would be easier to 
document if only the ticks were more active. 


Conclusion: At this point in our research, it is not 
possible to state that the mass dispersal of disease- 
bearing ticks would be effective during war. The DOD 
should re-assess whether the cost of continuing this 
study would be worth the outcome.

They were held in several humongous containers 
along with a variety of uncomfortable mammals. 
Unpaid high-school biology students watched the 
ticks and took notes, in exchange for “community- 
service” hours on their transcripts. 


Observations: Attempts to create a mutant strain of 
swift, marauding ticks have ended in failure. After 25 
years and many altered generations, there’s been no 
perceptible change in the speed or attitude of disease- 
carrying specimens. 


The ticks are still ridiculously slow, and indiscriminate 
in their choice of hosts. Most data suggests they 
would just as soon bite a squirrel or a wombat as bite 
a human. 


Conclusion: Because of defunding and staff attrition, 
Project Lyme has been terminated. All research 
documents will remain secret and classified, especially 
that whacked-out proposal to drop infected pregnant 
ticks from hot-air balloons over the Kremlin. 


The 133,507 lab specimens here at Fort Detrick 
will be disposed of as soon as we can find someone, 
anyone, willing to do the job. We strongly recommend 
a no-bid contract.

I think there is something magic 
about the fact that music can cross so 
many cultures and generations. 


I play a wide variety of cover songs that 
span decades. It is not uncommon to 
go from Gershwin to CCR to Dwight 


Yoakam to Otis Redding to Cage the 
Elephant. You can do that here, because 
Northwest Florida sits at the crossroads 
of so many musical influences. I try 
to tap into the diverse taste of deep 
southern audiences in the covers that 
I do and the originals I write. 


I believe this area is ripe to break out 
as a “birthplace” musical region, and I 
hope to see that happen in my lifetime. 
I play a self-created style of guitar 
called frailing, which is a percussive 
technique that is derivative of old style 
claw-hammer banjo. I often play out 
with my wife Bri accompanying me on 
bongo-cajon.

It was 34 years ago, the summer of 
1985, when I first heard the album that 
would change my life. Nine tracks of 
unadulterated magic, a masterpiece, 
my musical doctrine... Purple Rain 
by Prince and the Revolution. 


Iwas 10 years old when Purple Rain hit 
the shelves, shrouded in controversy 
over Prince’s naughty lyrics about a 
girl named Nikki masturbating with 
a magazine. For weeks, the nightly 
news told parents around the world 
that kids should never listen to the 
smut soundtrack that was Purple 
Rain. My dad heard that warning loud 
and clear, and despite my promises 
of forever doing my chores and never 
talking back, he wasn’t budging. 


My mom, on the other hand, always 
supported my love for rock ‘n roll—I 


mean, she bought me my first electric 
guitar and amp behind my father’s 
back when I was eight because I told 
her I knew deep down I could play. So 
on a hot summer day in Illinois, my 
mom and I were shopping at Venture 
when she laid out an offer I could not 
refuse: 


‘TIL buy you the Purple Rain 
soundtrack, if you promise to never 
let your dad know that I bought it 
and never play it where he can hear 
it, or we’re dead.” 


Deal. Done. Sold to the 10-year-old 
girl in the parachute pants. Keeping 
my promise, I only listened to the 
record on the lowest volume, which 
was painful because all I wanted to 
do was crank it up. But quiet Prince 
was better than no Prince at all.

One, which garnered him national 
press in Rolling Stone. 


Mr. Roberts was born and raised on 
the Gulf Coast and began writing 
songs at age 14. A family move to 
Texas exposed him to different forms 
of music and opportunities to play 
and write in different genres. By 18, 
he was in a progressive rock band 
performing all-original material and 
opening for acts like Argent. 


After that, a vocal trio was formed, 
opening for acts such as B.B. King, 
John Hammond Jr., and Ike and Tina 
Turner. The music scene of the 1970s 
opened the door to country music for 
Mr. Roberts. “That time in my life was 
so productive as a player, a writer 
and artist,” he says. “I got to play 
with some tremendous writer-artists 
and then was given the opportunity to 
write with some people who were big 
influences on what I’ve become.” 


WhileTexas offered greatopportunities, 
returning to the Gulf Coast proved to 
be productive, too. He arrived at the 
Flora-Bama Lounge & Package Store 
in 1981 and discovered a place where 
artists were writing and playing good 
music with encouragement from 
owner Joe Gilchrist. “There couldn’t 
have been a better atmosphere for 
creativity anywhere on the planet,” 
Mr. Roberts says. “Joe also got some 
of the big writers to come down from 
Nashville, some real legends. That 
became an avenue to network with 
some really great writers.” Mr. Roberts 
has performed at every Frank Brown 
International Songwriters’ Festival 
since it started in 1984.

Hurricane Michael Over Six Months Later: 
The Cotton Farmer’s Story

Over six months after Hurricane Michael slammed 
into the Panhandle of Florida, the agriculture 
industry of Northwest Florida continues to 
struggle. Assessments by the University of Florida 
estimate the storm caused $1.5 billion in damage 
to the agriculture industry in Northwest Florida. 


A cotton farmer, Bud Baggett, walks over to survey 
the remnants of two large buildings that once 
stood on his farm. Twisted metal lay in a heap that 
is almost twice as tall as he is. In the distance, 
a stand of pine trees that were meant to be his 
retirement fund, lay broken across the tops like 
twigs. 


Bud and others in Marianna and the surrounding 
areas grow cotton, peanuts, and pine trees. All 
three of his crops were destroyed by the storm. The 
destruction of agriculture went as far north as 
Southern Georgia. Bud calls this God’s Country 
and notes that after the hurricane, churches were 
there for the people of Jackson County when they 
felt the government was ignoring them. 


During Hurricane Michael, Bud lost his cotton 
crop—one that would have been one of the 


largest crops on record for his family. He also 
lost his peanut crop days before they planned 
to harvest. In a matter of hours, the storm also 
destroyed storage sheds and damaged the homes 
of his farm workers. 


Insurance covered only part of the losses. Some of 
Bud’s fellow farmers couldn’t afford to “go again” 
and had to close up shop. Baggett and his wife 
decided to go to the state legislature to ask for 
help. 


For months, the pleas of farmers in the region were 
ignored. Almost six months after the storm, the 
state finally approved a Bridge Loan program for 
farmers. It was capped at $200,000 for each farm 
and would allow farmers two years at zero percent 
interest. However, the loan would escalate to 12 
percent after two years, which means any farmers 
unable to pay would end up in debt from which 
they would likely never recover. Bud Baggett didn’t 
want to sound ungrateful, but that this was too 
little too late. 


A few miles north, in Greenwood, is a cotton gin 
that was badly damaged during the storm and was 
shut down for weeks. The damage had a domino 
effect on the industry affecting everyone down the 
line to the cotton gin workers and truck drivers, 
which in turn affects those worker’s ability to 
afford to rebuild their own homes. The cotton that 
was able to be harvested from Jackson County had 
to be shipped to Dothan, Alabama, to be ginned. 


Bud Baggett is struggling to find enough workers, 
especially those with experience. The lack of 
housing in the region is making it hard for people 
to stay. But the peanut crop is starting to sprout, 
and Bud is hopeful that his farm can recover from 
Hurricane Michael.

The Triumphant Return of Dinner and a Movie 
to Downtown FWB 


The Tringas Theater, circa 1940. 
By Samantha Lambert 


In 1940, John K. Tringas built the Tringas movie 
theater on Miracle Strip Parkway in Fort Walton 
Beach. Owned and operated by the Tringas family, it 
was the only movie theater around here for decades. 
Seventy-nine years later, the building still stands. 
It has seen many changes over the years as various 
companies took it over, and it even had a brief stint 
as Apples Disco. 


During the 1970s, the building was remodeled, and 
the sloped floor was changed into leveled areas so that 
tables and chairs could be put in. A kitchen was added, 
so patrons could watch a movie and enjoy a meal. 


In late 2018, NBI (Nabors Brothers, Inc.) purchased 
the building from the Tringas family. A major 
renovation of the building took place—inside and 
outside—conducted by the owners of the building 
and the new business owners. The walls of the 
theater were stripped to reveal the original brick and 
terra cotta walls. The electrical, plumbing, and HVAC 
were overhauled, and the front of the building was 
renovated. The renovation took about nine months. 


The new owners of Suds n Cinema are Steve 
Caldarelli, Rodney and Julie Walker, Tony Giordano, 
and Matt Robinson. All have been friends since 
their high school years at Fort Walton Beach’s 
Choctawhatchee High School in the 1980s. What the 
friends have created is a combination of Art Deco 
and Soda Fountain motif. 


Comfortable red chairs are set at big round tables 
throughout the theater and in the balcony section. 
In the back of the ground level are three booths 
respectively named the Marilyn Monroe (the 
Duchess), the James Dean (the Delinquent), and 
the John Wayne (the Duke). A concession stand is 
located in the bright black and white floored lobby 
along with pictures of the theater from the past. The 
theater is ADA compliant with wheelchair access on 
the Brooks Street side of the theater. 


Suds n Cinema is considered to be a second-run 
theater. When a new movie has finished its run at 
a bigger venue, Suds n Cinema acquires the movie

before it is released to video. All ticket prices are 
$5, and a movie is shown every night (seven days a 
week) at 7 PM. Tickets go on sale at 6:15. 


The menu includes traditional movie fare like 
popcorn and candy, but there’s also pizza, hot 
dogs, and panini sandwiches. You can wash it 
down with soda, water, wine, and beer. There are 
domestic beers as well as offerings from the local 
Props Brewery. The main parking area is public 
parking just to the west of the theater, and there 
is additional parking across the street from the 
theater. 


Suds n Cinema is available for rental for private 
parties. There is room for 150 seated patrons 
with available chairs for more. There is a newly 
constructed stage with power outlets and overhead 
lighting—perfect for bands, performers and 
speakers. The theater has a digital projector that 
offers high-quality definition on a movie-size screen 
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that can be seen clearly from 75 feet away in the 
balcony area. Private movie showings for kids can 
be arranged during a child’s birthday party. 


“We want this theater to be a gathering place where 
you can have a friendly night out, and we want 
people to be comfortable.” says co-owner Rodney 
Walker. Suds n Cinema is also a way to bring some 
fun back to downtown F-Dub.

Sketching Things Out: 
Kids in the Hall’s Kevin McDonald

“Comedy is like science, it’s everywhere. 
But I’m not a scientist. I'll teach the 
comedy thing.” 

- Kevin McDonald 


In 1988, a TV sketch-comedy series 
debuted on HBO. The Kids in the Hall 
was heralded by critics and fans alike 
as a boundary-breaking series, in part 
for how it regularly discarded notions 
of the fourth wall. It only aired for five 
seasons, but cable syndication created 
a wider swath of fans like myself. 


After the series wrapped, the Kids 
continued on with individual projects 
and as a troupe with the 1996 movie 
Brain Candy, comedy tours, and a 
2008 miniseries. 


We all have movies that hold a special 
place in our hearts. They give us joy 
and quotable one-liners, often when 
things didn’t seem so great in our own 
lives. Brain Candy is at the top of my 
list, so to say that I was nervous to 
interview Kevin McDonald (co-founder 
and member of the Kids) would be an 
understatement. 


“There’s not many of people who’ve seen 
Brain Candy more than once, so you're 
in a rare cult. Enjoy it,” McDonald tells 
me. 


The newly formed Indie Art Council 
Pensacola is responsible for bringing 
McDonald to Vinyl Music Hall in 
Pensacola Aug. 14 for both a daylong 
workshop and a performance. The 
organization dubs it a prelude to 
their planned 2020 comedy festival, 
scheduled for January. 


“The workshop I’ve been doing for a few 
years. I’m teaching the old Kids In the 
Hall method,” says McDonald. “Before 
we had the TV show, we were stage 
crew—we wrote for improv. We would 
think of ideas, we would bring the ideas 
to our meetings. The meetings were half 
writing meetings and half rehearsal, 
because when you write for improv 
they're the same thing—writing and 
rehearsal. 


“So we would take the ideas we liked, 
and then we would just talk about 
them, plan an informal structure. Then 
we’d improvise them a few times until 
we sort of had the scene. That’s the 
method that I’m teaching.” 


When asked about favorite moments 
from the workshop, McDonald in all 
his McDonald-ness says, “I’ve been to 


many, many cities in North America, 
many towns and cities. I visited 
Bozeman, Montana for the first time. 


“Oh! The horrible thing happened 
in Bozeman. So it’s not the favorite 
moment, but it’s a moment I'll always 
remember. He’s okay, everything’s 
good. 


“This nice guy, he was sort of like the 
most talented guy in the workshop—he 
was really good. And he was the one 
driving from the hotel to the theater, 
for the two days that I was there. And 
then the second day, we finished the 
last workshop and we had like an hour 
before the show. He’d been doing this 
all weekend, so he said, ‘Do you want 
me to drive you to the hotel?’ And I 
said, ‘No, I think Ill just stay.’ 


“Part of the show was just me doing 
standup, so I had to figure out what 
I was going to do. So he drove and he 
got in a car accident. He broke some 
ribs and did something to his sternum, 
and something caved in, in his chest. 
And apparently the passenger seat was 
demolished, and that’s where I would’ve 
been.” 


McDonald quickly follows that by 
admitting, “I know you were looking 
for favorite moments—there’s lots of 
moments where I don’t think is scene 
is working, and they somehow figure it 
out. I help them, and those are amazing 
moments. And those are the moments 
that really happen. And here’s another 
moment...” 


McDonald then launches into how Bob 
Odenkirk (Better Call Saul, Mr. Show) 
wanted to do an improv show with him 
while he was in New Mexico. Due to a 
series of events, mild sleep deprivation, 
and bad advice from the theater 
hosting the event (Odenkirk didn’t call 
and confirm he would be attending), 
McDonald left the state. He found out 
some time later that Odenkirk did, in 
fact, show up at the theater. 


When it comes to the subject of comedy, 
McDonald says, “I’ve been convinced 
over the 30 years I’ve been doing 
comedy, that comedy is important. And 
I didn’t think it was, I didn’t think it 
wasn’t, I didn’t think about it—I just 
did it. Basically, it’s just the only thing 
I could do. I realized when I was 13 or 
14 that I had this thing called comedy 
timing, and even though I can’t think of 
jokes I could certainly think of vaguely 
funny things to say. And I could say 
them funny, because I could know the 
time and when to say it. So I did it, but 


I didn’t do it because I thought it was 
important. 


“Lots of people tell me things, like 
watching your show gets them through 
the breakup of their marriage or the 
loss of someone in their family, or they 
were in a car accident. I hear this a lot. 
A lot of our fans are bad drivers, and 
they were in car accidents. And then 
I’m doing a new one-man show, which 
I’m doing a week in New York on 42nd 
Street in August. But I was doing it 
in Toronto and it went very well, and 
some guy came up to me, he was a little 
drunk, but he said, It’s medicine. What 
you do is medicine.” 


McDonald is quick to quantify the 
weighty compliment, but Il happily 


agree with the buzzed fellow. It’s 
medicine. 
Experience it for yourself Aug. 14. 


Pensacola’s own improv comedy troupe, 
Improvable Cause will open the show. 
McDonald’s performance will include 
sketches from the workshop students, 
standup, improv, and more.

The Elements of Style: 


Destin’s 1835 Porch Bar

I stopped by 1835 Porch Bar on a Thursday 
evening a few weeks ago, getting there early 
enough to catch the sunset and slip through the 
throng of waiting diners. 


The bar takes its name from the year that 
Leonard, George and William Destin sailed from 
Connecticut in three ships. A hurricane near 
Cape Canaveral carried off two ships (as well as 
George and William), leaving Leonard to go on 
and found Destin. The bar is part of the popular 
Dewey Destin’s Harborside restaurant, and 
offers diners a comfortable, homelike place to sit 
and refresh themselves while waiting for a table. 
Or just sit and drink while not waiting for a table. 


There were only a few customers when I arrived. 
Like the name says, the bar sits on a porch, 
overlooking a broad paved patio area, furnished 
with tables and chairs, some open-air, some 
shaded by umbrellas. The patio offers a view of 
the fishing docks. Live music and other events 
are also featured on select nights. 


The liquid menu offers craft cocktails, wines, 
draft beers (didn’t see any bottles). There are 
also appetizers like steamed shrimp, tuna or 
cheese dip, gumbo, crab claws, and ceviche, 
plus burgers, grilled cheese, BLT and bratwurst. 
The night I came, they had just started serving 
a “limited” selection from the Dewey Destin 
restaurant main menu—fried platters, seafood 
entrees and sandwiches. This necessitated extra 
work for the servers, who moved among the now 
quickly filling tables to answer questions and 
take orders. Help came from the main restaurant 
as time went on, and everyone looked to be 
getting served on time. 


As for the bar, I got to talk to head bartender 
Tarra Wixom, and associate bartender Samantha 
B (Sam). Looking over the stock on the shelves, I 
asked about rye whiskey. Tarra pointed out two 
bottles—Manifest (distilled in Jacksonville) and 
Wild Buck (from Weeki Wachee). She suggested 
the Manifest for an Old Fashioned, which is just 
what I hoped she’d say. 


Sam made the drink while Tarra and I 
commiserated about the sin of muddling cherries 
and orange slices, and sloshing club soda into 
Old Fashioneds. Sam did it right—simple syrup, 
Angostura bitters, orange peel to muddle and 
remove, rye, stir, single large ice cube, another 
orange peel for the rim and garnish. The result 
was simplicity itself—the whiskey leads, the 
bitters lend spice, and there’s that lovely scent 
of orange oil. 


Tarra appears to be a traditionalist about craft 
cocktails (“I find the oldest recipe and use that 
one,” she says). She chooses all the cocktails on 
the seasonal menu, which varies, and is also a 
bar consultant. 


The bar menu listed a “Cocktail Du Jour” (Whiskey 
Sour), The Basic (strawberry-infused vodka and 
rhubarb bitters), Heat at the Beach (habanero-infused 
vodka, coconut-infused syrup), 3 Hour Tour (rum 
and citrus with orgeat), O’Keefe (tequila and prickly 
pear), 1835 Hurricane (rums and fruits), Hemingway 
Daiquiri (rum, maraschino liqueur and grapefruit), B 
Cubed (bourbon, basil and blueberries), Barking Dog 
(gin, citrus, black pepper syrup), Karma Khameleon 
(gin, citrus, ginger) and Watermelon Daisy (bourbon, 
mint, watermelon). 


They also make a Manhattan—I know because I 
asked. I had to wait in line for my next round, but 
I noticed the crowd now included families with kids, 
who played cornhole toss and ran around. A guy ata 
neighborhood place was doing a pretty decent cover of 
“Son of a Sailor.” 


Sam made the Manhattan. Tarra was out helping 
a couple navigate the cocktail menu, suggesting a 
substitute for a boat-drink they were wanting. The 
rye this time was Wild Buck, with Carpano Antica 
vermouth and stemmed Bada Bing cherry. The Wild 
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Buck rye was a little drier, grainier, with a fresh-baked 
bread scent and biting taste that’s a good match for a 
soft and velvety vermouth like Carpano Antica. 


I took my time with it, watching the beads on the glass 
and trying not to listen to the people at the table next 
to me. They were discussing flesh-eating bacteria, long 
past the point of educational interest. There’s one in 
every bar. They always sit near me. Even at Epcot— 
you can ask my wife.
